The Coroner’s jury exon¬ 
erated Wyriek, as it was clearly 
shown that he had not been the ag¬ 
gressor. The dead man had been in 
the United States only a short time.

Spanish Literature for Stanford Library. 

Stanford University. — A literary 
collection of rare value has been ac¬ 
quired at a cost of 740 francs by the 
Stanford library in the shape of a li¬ 
brary of Spanish literature. The col¬ 
lection has been brought together and 
edited by the Spanish author Riva- 
deneyra under the title “Biblioteca de 
Antores Espanoles. ” The collection 
is extensive in its scope, as it covers 
the entire period from the formation 
of the Spanish language down to 1880. 
It consists of seventy-one volumes, 
all of which are becoming extremely 
rare and which were collected by 
Rivadeneyra after a year and a half’s 
work. This acquisition comes as a 
further proof of the unusual interest 
in Spanish that is growing up at 
Stanford.

TRACK AFTER BEING PULLED, 

Pulling down miles of railroad track from a high to a lower grade is now almost 
as simple as child's play as a result of a new device that has recently been put in 
service in the roadbed improvements on the Grand Trunk road. The device is 
known ns the Lidgerwood uuloader. Its principal equipment is an engine, an 
anchored fiat car and a cable. The cable is stretched above the flat car to the 
track to be moved and fastened about the rails. The engine is Started and the 
track pulled by the cable, crawls down from the high grade and is stretched out 
in a leaning posture along the side of the embankment. I he engine then re¬ 
verses its course und pulls the track from its slanting position along the side 
of the embankment to the level grouud of the lower grade, leaving it sufficiently 
well aligned and graded for work trains to run on. ... 

This new process does away with the old system of throwing track with a 
gang of men and crowbars. That was a tedious, costly and antiquated method in 
comparison. In forcing the track over ahe edge of the bank, the rail could stand 
so high above the ground, after the ties began to project, that the men could not 
obtain u hold with their bars.

spQ UESTS at White House functions during the winter will enter by the way of the old east drive, now being opened, 
(r«iind will traverse the colonnaded wing being restored at the east side of tlie building. These two wings, one upon 
'iiithe west side, were the original conception of Thomas Jefferson and stood for some years early in the last century, 
the east wing until after the Civil War. 

The wing to the west of the building, which connects the new executive ofilces with the White House proper, serves 
as a perfect model for the reconstruction of the colonnaded walk upon the cast side. This was removed during the ad¬ 
ministration of President Andrew Johnson. 

Though the old cuts of the White House showed these two wings, it was doubted by many if any such an addition 
ever stood to the east of the Executive Mansion. This doubt was put to rest by the workmen uncovering the original 
foundation and by numerous people in Washington who distinctly remembered its existence. This restoration is the most 
material made in connection with the historic structure.

THE MILKY WAY. 

A System Wlifteli Gives Ua n Van-tie 
Idea of the Eternity of Space. 

The Milky Way, the grandest feature 
of the "firmament which bends above 
us,” the hazy path which so majestic¬ 
ally bands the whole fabric of the 
skies together, is now known to be 
composed of a grand aggregation of at 
least 18,000,000 suns, each as large as 
or larger than that which makes vege¬ 
table and animal life an earthly possi¬ 
bility. One is apt when allowing the 
mind to revert to the contemplation of j 
these misty and indistinct astronomical 
subjects to measure their magnitude 
or attempt to measure it by making 
terrestrial comparisons. 

It is obvious, however, upon more 
mature reflection that such compari- i 
sons are worse than "odious.” The bulk 
of our sun exceeds that of the earth 
1,200,000 times, being 000 times great¬ 
er than that of the bulk of his whole 
train of planets taken collectively. This 
being the case, wlmt basis can we use 
for calculating the magnitude of 18,- 
000,000 suns, each, as I have said be¬ 
fore, probably larger than that which 
gives us boat and light? 

The infinite number of suns which, 
taken together, make up the Milky 
Way are not set at a uniform distance 
from our earth or even from our sun. 
In fact, they appear to work altogeth¬ 
er independently of either this mun¬ 
dane sphere or our “glorious orb or ; 
day.” The majority of them arc plant- , 
ed at a distance too remote to be even 
Imperfectly measured or understood. 
Some of them are so near (?) that 
light, which travels at the rate of 
185,000 miles per second, would cross 
the distance between us and them In 
the period of about an even ten years. 
Others, however, arc so remote that it 
would take a full thousand years for 
their light to reach us.

BOXING THE COMPASS. 

Wlte Tent Between a Sailor and n 
Landlubber. 

Boys who live in seaport towns are 
sometimes asked lo "box the compass."

If they miss a point or can only do it 
slowly, they are landlubbers and will 
never see blue water. To box the com¬ 
pass means to name all the points In 
order just as fast as you can speak. 
This is the way an old down oast skip¬ 
per will rattle it off: North, nor’ by 
oast, uor’-nor’east, nor’east by north, 
northeast, nor’east by east, east-nor’ 
cast, east by north, east, east by south, 
east-sou’east, sou’east by east, sou’eust, 
sou’east by south, sou’-sou’east, sou’ by 
east, south, sou’ by west, sou’-sou’west, 
sou’west by south, sou’west, sou’west 
by west, west-sou’west, west by south, 
west, west by north, wost-nor’west, 
nor’west by west, nor’west, nor’west 
by north, nor’-nor’west, nor’ by west, 
north. 

Can you do it? 

If a needle is drawn a few times over 
the ends of a horseshoe magnet, it be¬ 
comes magnetized. Push such a mag¬ 
netized needle through a small cork. 
Place the cork in a bowl of water, tak¬ 
ing pains to see that the cork when it 
floats on the water will carry the nee¬ 
dle in a horizontal position or “on an 
even keel.” Another way is to cut 
about throe inches from a hollow straw 
(such as is used to suck lemonade) and 
to push the needle inside the straw. 
The straw will float and carry the nee¬ 
dle. Now observe what happens. The 
floating needle will slowly swing round 
till it points north and south. The 
straw will behave in the same way. 
Push it in any other direction, and Ihe 
moment it is free it swings back again. 

We do not know who first observed 
the fact that a floating magnetized nee¬ 
dle will point to the north. Nor do we 
know precisely when or where some 
unknown inventor used this idea to 
make a compass. All we know is that 
tlie Chinese made and used compasses 
more than 2,000 years ago. 

When men began, perhaps 10,000 
years ago, to sail upon the water, they 
used marks upon the shore to guide 
them on their way. Long years after 
they observed that a certain star kept 
at all times the same place in the sky. 
and they used this pole star as a guide 
In steering their ships. Today a steam¬ 
ship starting down the Hudson river 
for Europe is guided by the pilot, aud 
he uses the buoys, beacons and other 
guide marks to steer the ship down the 
hay. Off Sandy Hook lie gives up tlie 
ship to the captain, who instructs tlie 
helmsman to steer northeast by cast, 
east by north or whatever course lie 
selects, and the helmsman, watching 
the compass, keeps the ship headed in 
that direction.—Dallas News.
